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ON THE COVER: A portrait of Abraham Lincoln 
(enlarged 200%) from a Treasury Bond (?) in the issu 
ing value of $100 and redeemable after 30 June 1881 
at a 6% (!) interest rate from 1 July 1864. I assume this 
was to raise funds for the Civil War. The portrait is 
flanked by two resting farmers (?) at left (right, 
above) and a view of “New Ironsides” at right (right, 
below). I do not know the purpose of the “witch’s 
hat” poking up from the bottom centers of each 
engraving. It may have been an anti-counterfeiting 
device. There are also two “100” counters below the 
vignettes with the same “hats.”

If you haven't figured it out by now, the Lincoln card 
included in the last issue is the annual card for 2009. 
It is NOT a “meeting card” as there is NO meeting 
scheduled. The last was in Baltimore in 2008. Iwould 
like to know if there is a “need” for an annual meet 
ing and, if so, a recommended venue. In the current 
economy, I, personally, don’t think it is a viable idea. 
Let me have your thoughts. 


[ have always considered the “annual” card as a 
$5.00+ “value” as part of your annual membership 
dues, which leaves $20.00 for the publishing/ print 
ing and mailing of the quarterly Journals, i.e., $5.00 
per copy. As of 11 May, the postage has increased by 
5¢ per copy ($1.22), not a “big deal,” but a forebod 
ing of things to come. I do NOT plan on any increase 
in the dues structure any time soon.

My Second Edition, like the First, of Souvenir Cards:

For the benefit of new members, | repeat here what I 
wrote in the First Quarter 2008 issue. 


Visitor Center Cancel (vc): These card were canceled 
by the USPS(?) with a machine canceling device, 
using some, then current, generic stamp, i.e., bearing 
no relation to the subject illustrated on the card 
and/or the show involved. 


Show Cancel (sc): These cards are actually canceled 
at the show for which they were issued. They involve 
three types—(1) stamps directly related to the subject 
of the card, e.g., where stamps are reproduced, 
matching stamps; (2) thematic stamps relating to the 
subject (theme) of the card or, in the case of numis 
matic cards, the subjects on the money items illus 
trated; and (3) stamps relating to the theme of the 
show involved or the cancel in use. These cards are 
usually canceled on the first day of issue (FDOI) of 
the card, which is sometimes the FDOI of a stamp(s) 
at the show. There are some people who collect cards 
with cancels for all days of the show, usually using 
different stamps for each day. This can sometimes 
“blanket” the card. 


I believe that some of the USPScards allegedly show 
canceled, particularly those of foreign shows, were 
actually machine canceled here in the U.S.A., and 
NOT at the show. There is a distinctive difference in 
appearance between a machine and a hand cancel! 


Show canceled cards add another aspect to collecting 
and complement any collection.

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We had seventeen (17) bidders and 100 lots were 
sold (there were some lots with more than one card 
available) for a total sale of $1,137.00, $33.00 of which 
went directly into the S.C.C.S. treasury as they were 
either donations or S.C.C.S. cards. Three (3) lots were 
withdrawn (“W”) for various reasons. 


Bids were received between 3 April and right up to 
the last day. There were several tie bids, which are 
always awarded in the order received. My thanks to 
all those who bid and I hope you enjoy your new 
‘treasures.” 


Some notes on my auction process: 


I try to group the auction lots in the S.C.C.S. num 
bering system order. After they are gathered togeth 
er, they are entered into a computer spread sheet by 
those numbers, lot number, and minimum bid. 
Columns are then numbered ready for entering bids. 
Bidders are entered in numerical order, with dates 
received. After their bids are entered and totaled, 
they are checked against their entry form.The bid- 
der is responsible for any errors but, if I catch any, 
the bidder is notified. 








previous bids are “hidden” until the auction closes. I 
do NOT disclose any bids, as some auctions do, 
which I see as a way to “jack-up” the prices (“shark 
frenzy”). 


After the auction closes, a copy of the spread sheet is 
reduced, eliminating the lines of lots that received no 
bids. Then, I print out that spread sheet and notate 
the high bids, including if more than one card is 
available. A copy of the spread sheet is revised elim 
inating the unsuccessful bids, and automatically 
totals each bidder’s success. 


The cards are grouped together by bidder number 
and usually placed in envelopes. A mailing label is 
printed out and the cards are inserted into cardboard 
mailers. | place another piece of cardboard between 
the cards and the back of the mailer to reduce the 
possibility of the mailer’s seam damaging the cards. 
I try to weigh and rate the “packet” for postage and 
insurance. 


All bidders are then notified by e-mail or postcard. 
Lots are sent only after payment is received.
